T N my report that I now offer you I have decided to let most of you 
tell your own stories, and though in my circulars I have asked 
you to tell connected ones, some of you have been rather abrupt in 
your replies. I have thought best to omit the actual dates of each 
communication, for though it is now some months since many of you 
wrote me last, the present tense wherever used applies to some time 
within the past year, unless otherwise stated. 

Four of our Class have received their A.B. degrees, as of 1878, 
since we left College, bringing the total number of graduates up to 
147. Among these four was one man whose name was printed in 
the list of A.B.'s on our Commencement programme, but who did 
not get his degree till 1879. 

A few who graduated are lost, as the records will show ; but several 
who were lying hid showed themselves after repeated appeals from 
me. Of members of the Class who did not graduate, the proportion 
of those lost and hiding is of course much larger, for many, who stayed 
with us but a few weeks or months, felt that the ties that bound them 
to the Class were so slight that they were broken when they left the 
College and Cambridge ; and then, too, it is hardly reasonable for the 
Secretary of our Class to expect communications from many of those 
who were ever connected with the " glorious Class of Seventy-Seven " 
(of whom we had a goodly sprinkling) when they can report them- 
selves to the Secretary of that Class, though, thanks to Mr. Russell, 
Seventy-Seven's Secretary, I am enabled to make my records much 
more complete in this direction than they would otherwise be. 
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I suppose there are some among us who are so imiately modest that 
they dislike the idea of any printed mention of themselves, and this I 
judge to be the reason why some answers to my inquiries were delayed 
so long, and others are still wanting. There are some names, that, 
closely identified with our Class in most respects, I am against my 
will obliged to place among "Members not Graduates;" but the 
Faculty had to draw the line somewhere, though I can but think that 
they were feeling out of sorts when they drew it. 

It may be a surprise to some to learn, that, though we have thirty- 
six lawyers among our graduates, and fifteen among those who did not 
graduate with us, we are considerably below the average of the classes 
near us, in lawyers. Seventy-Six has 37 per cent among its graduates, 
and a total of 32 per cent, including all members. Seventy-Seven 
has, graduates 31 per cent, total 26 per cent. Seventy-Nine has, 
graduates 39 per cent; and we, graduates 25 per cent, and total 
24 per cent. 

That over one quarter of us are married, would tend to show that 
our business prospects have not been as bad as the condition of the 
Class Fund has seemed to indicate. The month of June appears to 
have found favor among our marrying graduates, for out of the thirty- 
seven who have married, eleven have selected June as the month in 
which to do so. 

Death has dealt lightly with us since our Commencement, and we 
have lost but four of our graduates, while I have heard of the death 
of but one of our other members. And though we have lost so few, 
we could ill afford to spare those who were taken ; but as time runs on 
we must expect to see our ranks gradually thinned, and those of us 
who are left will look back on the many pleasant memories of those 
who are gone, till a Commencement day will come that will number 
the Class of Seventy- Eight as something belonging to the past ; but 
while we stay let us say with Horace, — 

" Quid sit futurum eras fuge quaerere, et 
Quern Fors dierum cunque dabit lucro 
Appone." . . . 

I hope you all will bring to my notice the errors in dates, names, 
etc., that no work of this nature is complete without ; and I want to 
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thank those of you who have aided me in preparing this report by 
promptly answering my inquiries, and in other ways.

In March, 1881, I 
came out into the dress goods department, where I kept the 
books till December of the same year, when I was made sales- 
man for Boston and New England. I kept that position a 
year and was then appointed, January i, 1883, the general 
salesman for the West for our department, which position I 
now hold. 

" I have no additions to make save that in this ungodly coun- 
try where I am travelling around as our Western salesman, 
it is hard to keep in a proper frame of mind. This position 
is a very good one, but it necessitates my living on sleep- 
ing cars for six months in the year, but with little to do the 
balance of the time except stay in New York.

"After leaving 
College I was at the Boston University Law School, where 
I graduated in June, 1881, with the degree of LL.B., de- 
livering the class oration, — subject, *The Common Law in 
Common Life.' Since 1881 have practised law, as a mem- 
ber of the firm of Allen, Heminway, & Savage, 5 Tremont 
Street, Boston. Am interested in the 'Cottage Hearth,' a 
monthly magazine, published at 1 1 Bromfield Street. Have 
contributed articles to Boston dailies and Sunday issues. 
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' Lippincott's/ * St Nicholas/ Harper's * Young People/ ' Con- 
tinent/ * Peterson's/ ' Youth's Companion/ ' Christian Union/ 
' Churchman/ and various other periodicals in New York 
and Philadelphia. Held position on Governor Long's Sta£E, 
1881-82 (Assistant Quartermaster General, with rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel)/'

EDWARD RICHARDSON BACON. 

Bom at Chicago, February 22, 1857. Was clerk in the office 
of Bacon & Co., of Chicago, and then member of the firm of 
McCourtie & Bacon, commission merchants, who succeeded 
them in the business, with their office at the corner of Wash- 
ington Street and Fifth Avenue. " See Commercial Report 
for standing."

EDWIN SWIFT BALCH. 

Bom at Philadelphia, Pa., March 27, 1856. Entered the 
Class Junior year. He studied law with William Henry 
Rawle, Esq., of Philadelphia, and passed the first two sum- 
mers after graduating, at Mt. Desert, and the third '' in the 
Alps, walking through them ; also went to Algeria. 

" I spent the summer of 1881 travelling in Russia, Norway, 
and Sweden. Was admitted to the Philadelphia Bar, May, 
1 88 1, and practised law the following winter (office, 631 Wal- 
nut Street). Spent the summer of 1882 walking in Switzer- 
land; the winter of 1882-83 studied painting under Thomas 
Eakins, in Academy of Fine Arts, in Philadelphia, which I am 
still doing. Have a studio at 1520 Chestnut Street. Spent 
the summer of 1883 at Mt. Desert." 

Is living at 141 2 Spruce Street. 
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WILLIAM AMOS BANCROFT. 

Born at Groton, Mass., April 26, 1855. Passed a year 
studying law in the office of William T. Brigham, Esq., and 
then became a special student in the Harvard Law School. 
March 31, 1879, was made Captain of Company B, Fifth Regi- 
ment M.V.M. 

"I remained in the Harvard Law School during the 
academic year 1880-81. In July, 1881, Edward F. Johnson, 
our classmate, and myself opened a law office at 15 Pember- 
ton Square, Boston, where we practised and studied law 
together until we were admitted to the Suffolk Bar in Novem- 
ber, 1 88 1, when we continued practice at the same place, 
although not as partners, until last summer [1883], when John- 
son gave up his Boston office and confined himself to his home 
office at Woburn, where he is clerk of the District Court. 
I am still at 15 Pemberton Square. For about a year I was 
a partner of Charles F. Chamberlayne, a classmate, beginning 
in the spring of 1882, office on Brattle Street, Cambridge. 

" Besides practising law, I have been the Harvard corre- 
spondent for the Boston * Herald ' and for the New York 
' Herald ' and ' Times.' I gave up the proctorship at Har- 
vard, which I held for three years, in the fall of 1881. Have 
coached the Harvard * Varsity * crews of '82 and '83, and the 
Freshman crews of '81, '82, and '83, together with a number 
of the other class crews, devoting an hour or two daily to the 
work during six or seven months of each college year. 

"Was elected a member of the Cambridge Common 
Council in the fall of 1881, and served one year in that body. 
In the fall of 1882 I was elected a member of the Mas- 
sachusetts House of Representatives, and served during the 
session of 1883, — the longest session on record, from Jan- 
uary 3 to July 27, Benjamin F. Butler, Governor ! ! ! — as 
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chairman of the Military Coininittee and as a member of the 
Probate and Chancery Committee. I was re-elected from the 
same district, which includes Old Cambridge and the College, 
last November [1883]. On February 7, 1882, 1 was elected 
Colonel of the Fifth Regiment of Infantry, M.V.M., which 
position I now hold." He was again elected representative to 
the Legislature in November, 1884. 

** Have lived in Cambridge since our Class was graduated. 

" Married, January 18, 1879, ^^ Cambridge, to Mary Shaw, 
of Boston. 

"Born, September 13, 1879, ^ son, Hugh; born, November 
29, 1880, a son, Guy." 

CHARLES FOSTER BATCHELDER. 

Bom at Cambridge, July 20, 1856. "After graduating I 
entered the Lawrence Scientific School, where I remained 
one year. The following year (1879-80) my studies were 
interrupted by sickness. In the autumn of 1880 I returned 
to the Scientific School, and continued my studies there until 
1882, when I received the degree of M.M.S. The greater 
part of the following year (1882-83) I was out West in 
New Mexico, Arizona, California, and Colorado." 

Is living at 7 Kirkland Street, Cambridge. 

WILLIAM ZEBINA BENNETT. 

Born at Montpelier, Vt., February 25, 1856. "Remained 
in Cambridge from September i, 1878, to January i, 1880, 
studying for the degree of Ph.D. and acting as Assistant in 
Chemistry. Also assisted Mr. C. F. Mabery in conducting 
the summer school in 1879 ^^^ 1880. Published with Pro- 
fessor H. B. Hill a paper on ' Di-Chlor Acrylic Acid and Mu- 
cochloric Acid and their Derivatives.' In January, 1880, went 
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to De Veaux College, Suspension Bridge, New York, as mas- 
ter of Science and Mathematics, and remained until the close 
of the academic year. In September, 1880, I was appointed 
Assistant-Professor of Chemistry at Wooster University, 
Wooster, Ohio. In July, 1883, on the retirement of the full 
professor, I was regularly and permanently appointed full Pro- 
fessor of Natural Science in the University of Wooster. In 
June, 1 88 1, I received the degree of A.M. from Harvard. In 
June, 1883, I received the degree of Ph.D. from this (Woos- 
ter) university, both for advanced work in chemistry. I am 
making money enough to live, but am not getting rich. My 
salary at present is 1^1,500 a year. I was elected Professor 
of Natural Sciences at Louisville in 1881 and Professor of 
Chemistry at Perdue University, Lafayette, Ind., in 1883, but 
declined both. 

"I was married in Wooster, August 14, 1884, to Miss 
Minnie Sinclair Proctor, daughter of Rev. John O. Proctor, 
of that city." 

FREDERIC DE BILLIER. 

Born at New York, December 16, 1856. " Three months 
in Wall Street, three months in Texas; since August, 1879, in 
Wyoming, stock-raising and ranching with H. E. and A. M. 
Teschemacher.** Is " located " on Cottonwood Creek, some 
hundred miles north of Cheyenne. His ranch address is 
Bordeaux post-office, which is forty-five miles from the home 
ranch. In 1881 a joint-stock company was formed, under 
the laws of Wyoming, to raise cattle and prepare them for 
market, with the title of the Teschemacher & De Billier 
Cattle Co. In 1882, by an act of the legislature, the author- 
ized capital was increased to 1^750,000, of which 1^491,600 is 
paid up. Is Treasurer of the Company, who have an office

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in Cheyenne, where one officer of the Corporation is always 
to be found, and where letters may be addressed. 

CHARLES CHAUNCEY BINNEY. 

Bom at Philadelphia, October 20, 1855. "Three days after 
graduation I sailed for Europe, spent the summer in Switzer- 
land, the autumn in northern Italy, Corsica, Sicily, and Malta, 
the winter in Egypt, and the spring chiefly in Greece and 
Italy. Returned to Philadelphia in June, 1879. Was entered 
as a student at law there. Went to Europe again in June, 
1880, and spent the summer chiefly in Switzerland and the 
Tyrol. Returned in November. I then studied law at the 
office of Wm. Henry Rawle, Esq., in Philadelphia. Since 
February 3, 1881, I have killed time in a comparatively 
pleasant way, and achieved nothing. The only incident 
worth chronicling is that I was admitted to the Bar on 
July 2, 1 88 1. Office address, 710 Walnut Street. Residence, 
2020 De Lancey Place. (More permanent direction. Social

EMMONS BLAINE. 

Born at Augusta, Me., August 7, 1857. "Was two years 
in the Harvard Law School. In November, 1880, went to 
Chicago, where I was clerk in the office of the General 
Manager of the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad. I am 
still with the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad Company, 
and at present am enjoying the title of * Division Freight 
Agent for the Iowa Division.' 

" My address is Eagle Grove, Iowa." 

These two clippings from Boston papers may be of inter- 
est to Emmons himself as well as to others: — 

"New Haven, Conn., September 21, 1884. Cases of bunco men 
following in Mr. Blaine's train have come to light. William Berry, a 
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former of Naugatuck Valley, lost 150 on a card game, to which he was 
introduced by a young man who pretended to be Emmons Blaine." 

" September 26, 1884. A Connecticut farmer went to New York to 
see Mr. Blaine pass through, and buy a silk dress for his wife. He was 
met at the railway station by a well-dressed, smooth-spoken young 
man, who claimed to be no less a personage than Mr. Blaine's son. 
Dazzled by the unexpected honor, the honest farmer, who is likewise 
a deacon, allowed himself an unwonted indulgence in cigars and drinks. 
From narcotics and stimulants it was but a single step to cards. The 
pleasure of knowing Mr. Blaine's son a few minutes cost the worthy 
deacon $^0. His wife did not get her silk dress, but he got a piece 
of her mind that reached from nearly candle-light to breakfast time." 

LAFAYETTE GILBERT BLAIR. 

Born at Cumberland, Md., May 8, 1849. "^ entered the 
law office of Hale, Walcott, & Perkins, 39 Court Street, 
Boston, September 23, 1878, in the capacity of clerk on 
salary, and remained there until the latter part of November, 
1 88 1. Attended the lectures of the Boston Law School one 
term, namely, the latter term of 1881; was examined for 
admission to the Suffolk Bar, May 14, 1881, and regularly 
admitted to practice June 14, 1881.

Bom at Baltimore, Md., July 15, 1857. "Joined the Class 
of 1878 in the middle of the Sophomore year, — that is, in 
January, 1876. 

"After leaving College, taught school for two years with 
Mr. George G. Carey, of No. 265 N. Eutaw Street, in this city 
[Baltimore], at the same time attending lectures at the Law 
School of the University of Maryland, whence I was graduated 
and received the degree of LL.B. in May, 1880.

"On gradua- 
tion I became tutor in Greek, Rhetoric, and Mathematics at 
the Albany Academy, where I had prepared for College. 
Remained for one year, and then entered the grain and 
commission business with my father, Frank Chamberlain. 
Except for a short time, when I acted as associate editor 
of the Troy ' Telegram,' remained in business until January, 
1882. I then became a member of the local staff of the 
Albany ' Evening Journal.' Am now associate editor and 
senate reporter for that paper. I also correspond for the

Born at Providence, R. I., March 9, 1857. " I entered the 
Harvard Law School in September, 1878, and graduated there- 
from in June, 1881, as an LL.B. ; having been absent from 
Cambridge during the middle year, when I taught school at 
Gibbens & Beach's Fifth Avenue School, in New York, and at

Born at New York, N. Y., October 27, 1857. *' Owing to loss 
of degree at graduation, I spent 1878-79 in Cambridge, study- 
ing for an A.B., an A.M., and Second- Year Honors in Classics, 
all of which were 'duly received,' — the degree of A.M. being 
conferred in 1880, — the year 1879-80, however, being devoted 
to teaching at St. Mark's School, Southborough, Mass. The 
academic year 1880-81 found me at Concord, N. H., as teacher 
of Greek in St. Paul's School, under the charge of Dr. H. A. 
Coit, one of the best classical scholars, as well as among the 
acknowledged leading churchmen, in the country."

JOHN BUTTERWORTH HARDING. 

Bom at Montreal, Canada, April 20, 1851. "After gradu- 
ating I taught Greek at De Veaux College, Suspension 
Bridge, N. Y. I remained there a year, when I went to the 
Berkeley Divinity School, Middletown, Conn., where I studied 
for three years. For the greater part of that time I was 
private secretary to Bishop Williams. 

"On May 31, 1882, I was made deacon in Middletown, 
Conn., and on June 6, 1883, was advanced to the priesthood 
in New Haven, Conn. My work in the ministry has been 
done in Waterbury, Conn., and Bryn Mawr, Pa. Illness laid 
me aside till July, 1883, when I began work again as assist- 
ant minister in St. John's Church, Troy, N. Y. In May, 
1884, I decided to go to Baltimore, having accepted the rec- 
torship of the Church of Our Saviour, comer of Broadway 
and McElderry Street.

CHARLES HARRINGTON. 

Born at Salem, Mass., July 29, 1856. "I graduated from 
the Harvard Medical School in June, 1881. I was East 
Medical House-Officer at the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital during the last six months of the course at the Medi- 
cal School, and received the Boylston Prize for Essay on 
'Accidental Arsenic Poisoning' in 1881. I went abroad in 
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August, 1 88 1, and spent three semesters at Leipsic, Strass- 
burg, and Munich, studying Medical Chemistry and Hygiene. 
Returning, I was appointed Assistant in Chemistry in the 
Harvard Medical School, June, 1883, and also Milk Analyst 
for Eastern Massachusetts, under the State Board of Health, 
Lunacy, and Charity, in October, 1883.

♦MELVIN HASBROUCK. 

Born at Stone Ridge, Ulster County, N. Y., April 7, 
1855. I^i^d at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., March 11, 1879. He 
was the second son of Matthew and Jane Catherine (Har- 
denbergh) Hasbrouck. 

At the age of fourteen he was sent away to school, but at 
the end of three months was taken home very sick with 
inflammatory rheumatism, and was unable to return during 
that year. The next autumn he went to Riverview Acad- 
emy, Poughkeepsie, N. Y. After being there only two 
months he was again obliged to leave school for the same 
reason as before, thus losing two years of study on account 
of sickness. In the spring of 1871, because of his delicate 
health, the family removed to Poughkeepsie in order that he 
might have better advantages for study, together with home 
comforts and a mother's care. From this time his health 
began to improve, and he soon became much better and 
stronger than he had been for four or five years. It was 
in Poughkeepsie that he fitted for college, — first at Riverview 
Academy, and then at Jewett's Military Institute, some of 
the work of preparation, however, being done out of the 
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school-room, in company with two school-friends who were 
fitting for College at the same time. 

He entered our class at the October examinations in 1874, 
without conditions, and passed with distinction the papers in 
Greek and Mathematics. For Mathematics he had an espe- 
cial fondness and a natural aptitude, which enabled him to 
take higher rank in the mathematical courses of the Fresh- 
man year than in any of his other work. His electives were 
chosen with a view to the culture and discipline to be ob- 
tained from them, and embraced courses in Latin, Greek, 
French, Political Economy, Fine Arts, and Natural History. 
So strong was his desire to derive real benefit from his Col- 
lege course that only once did he indulge his fondness for 
Mathematics, and take an advanced course in that subject; 
and even his high rank in that elective did not in the least 
turn him from his purpose to pursue only such studies as 
would tend most to broaden his scholarship and enlarge his 
store of useful information. 

The study which he seemed to enjoy most of all was 
Botany, elected by him in our Senior year. Many a time 
was he seen to return from the Botanical Garden with a 
brighter look and a more buoyant step, which showed plainly 
that his hour among plants and flowers had been one of 
recreation rather than of ordinary college work. This fond- 
ness for Botany was with him no passing fancy ; it was the 
outcome of a genuine love for Nature, so deep-rooted as to 
give rise to the often-expressed desire that he might be able 
to pass his hours of recreation from a business or a profes- 
sional life among plants and flowers in a garden of his own. 

In college athletics he never took an active part, but none 
was more ready than he to contribute his share toward 
the support of Harvard's athletic interests; and certainly 
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Harvard had no son who rejoiced more heartily in all her 
victories at the bat and at the oar. 

He was a member of the Everett Athenaeum and the Pi 
Eta, and in those societies took an active and very success- 
ful part in theatricals. At our Class Election he was chosen 
one of the Class Day Committee, and proved himself a very 
efficient member. 

After graduation he engaged in the carriage-furnishing 
business, which his older brother had already established in 
Poughkeepsie. With this work he did not seem quite satis- 
fied, and occasionally he spoke of studying medicine. But 
while still in business he was taken down with a fever which 
seemed to baffle the physician's skill, and after only a week's 
sickness he died suddenly on the morning of March 11, 1879, 
of meningitis. Although never robust, he had enjoyed such 
uniformly good health during his College course, with only 
an occasional slight reminder of his old rheumatic trouble, 
that even his most intimate friends had no warning to break 
the suddenness of the shock occasioned by the news of his 
death. 

For his social qualities Melvin Hasbrouck will long live in 

the memories of the '78 men who knew him best. His 

hearty good-fellowship, his frank and pleasing manners, made 

him much sought for as a companion and gained for him 

many acquaintances. He was content to have a few intimate 

friends, and only those of us who were fortunate enough to 

be of that number could fully appreciate his real worth. 

We could see more than the pleasing exterior, and we knew 

that the same loyalty of heart which made him so true and 

enthusiastic a son of his Alma Mater was manifested yet 

more strongly toward his friends, and most strongly of all in 

his devoted love for mother and sister, whose every care

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or trouble he made his own. We who were nearest him real- 
ize very deeply our loss ; yet it is our privilege to know that 
his life was thoroughly well worth living, not only in itself, 

but also because of its ennobling influence.

Robert Atkinson, entered Harvard College in 1874, and gradu- 
ated in 1878. On account of delicate health he went abroad 
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in the fall of the same year, spending the winter in Egypt. He 
returned to Baltimore in May, 1881 ; but his health not being 
restored he gradually failed, and died on December 29, 1881." 

The following is from the Baltimore " Sun : " — 

" Dr. Nathan R. S. Lanier, aged twenty-five years, died yesterday 
at No. 89 Saratoga Street, of consumption, after a sickness of some 
duration. Dr. Lanier was bom in Baltimore, graduated at Harvard 
with high honors, and afterwards at the School of Medicine of the 
University of Maryland. He was a young man of unusual literary 
attainments, learned in his profession, and of great promise. He 
was a grandson of the late Professor Nathan R. Smith, and a nephew 
of Professor Alan P. Smith. For some time he was associated in 
practice with Professor Alan P. Smith, but was compelled to go 
abroad on account of ill-health. He visited Egypt, Italy, and various 
parts of the Mediterranean Sea, and came home apparently im- 
proved by his trip, but the improvement did not last Dr. Lanier 
never married. Few young men in Baltimore could be regretted 
more than the deceased." 



ROSEWELL BIGELOW LAWRENCE. 

Born at Medford, January 31, 1854. "I took the three- 
year course at the Harvard Law School, graduating in June, 
1 88 1.

'' I passed my life in Stow on my father's farm and in attend- 
ing common school; I also attended Lawrence Academy, 
Groton, Mass., fall term, 1867 ; Appleton Academy, New 
Ipswich, N. H., in the following autumn ; and Norwich Acad- 
emy, Conn., in the autumn and winter of 1869-70. 

" I fitted for College at Phillips Exeter Academy, N. H., 
entering the middle class in the autumn of 1872 (having at- 
tended Stow High School in 1871), being absent the spring 
term of 1873, and graduating with the class of 1874. On 
account of a slight hemorrhage from throat or lungs just be- 
fore the beginning of the College year, 1877-78, physicians 
strongly advised me to leave College and New England for the 
winter, if possible, which I did, travelling in Colorado and Cali- 
fornia, and returning to Cambridge, May i, 1878, with improved 
health, and some impressions of Western life. I received noti- 
fication while absent of my election to the Phi Beta Kappa." 

The foregoing is what our classmate Reed wrote of himself 
in the Class Book in our Senior year ; the following sketch 
of his life was prepared by his mother, at the request of 
Patterson, of our Class: — 

" Edward Prescott Reed was bom in Stow, Middlesex Co., Mass., 
October 12, 1854, of English ancestry, who were among the earlier 
Puritan emigrants. William Reade, — as the name was formerly spelled, 
— the paternal ancestor, settled at Dorchester, Mass., October, 1635, 
and Roger Derby, the maternal ancestor, at Salem, Mass., in 1634;

the two families remain unmixed with any other nationality to the pres- 
ent time. He was the fourth in a family of eleven, and the oldest son 
that lived to manhood.; of feeble health until five years old, but after 
that age troubled with no diseases except those that are peculiar to 
children. His boyhood was spent on his father's farm, which was situ- 
ated two miles from the village, or centre of the town. Of an active, 
energetic nature, he always needed restraint to keep his ambition within 
the bounds of his physical strength. The earliest rudiments of educa- 
tion seemed to be acquired intuitively ; and with that came an intense 
love of study and desire for knowledge, which, however, he could not 
be allowed to gratify unrestrained on account of the effect on his phys- 
ical condition ; but by alternately taking a term at school and one at 
home, he seemed to have attained a vigorous constitution. He at- 
tended the common school at home until the autumn he was twelve 
years old ; he went to Lawrence Academy at Groton one term, and 
the next year he attended Appleton Academy, at New Ipswich, N. H., 
two terms. After that, a high school having been established in our 
town he attended that, and assisted his father about the farm until his 
entrance at Phillips Exeter Academy, September 4, 1872. This was a 
school of his own choice, and a great enjo)rment to him because of the 
opportunity of study unchecked, and the chance to attend lectures 
*so superior to anything he had before had access to,' as he ex- 
pressed it. During the next spring vacation — March, 1873 — his 
father died (of pneumonia), which made it necessary for him to relin- 
quish school for a time, to assist in the settlement of affairs. He 
returned to his studies the next September, graduated, and took the 
examination at Cambridge the following June, with the other members 
of the class who entered Harvard College, where he had chosen to 
continue his studies because he thought it the best institution of learn- 
ing in the land. 

" In June, 1875, ^^ ^Y^ ^^^ ^^^ return firom Cambridge, his favor- 
ite sister died quite suddenly, — favorite, because nearest him in age 
and of similar tastes. 

" While assisting in the settlement of his father's estate he became 
convinced that there was property enough left, if judiciously managed, 
to support the family and insure the means for a good education for 
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the younger members of it ; and from the time he was twenty-one 
years old he assumed that care, with a judgment and wisdom seem- 
ingly bom of the need; and it was his devotion to this trust that 
tended to undermine his health, quite as much as his intense applica- 
tion to study. During the summer of 1877 he had two severe hemor- 
rhages from his lungs, which so reduced his system that his physicians 
advised him to spend the winter following in some milder climate. He 
went to California, but returned in May in time to attend the class 
examinations. The summer following he spent at the Adirondacks 
and the Thousand Islands. His health seeming to be established again 
in the autumn, he decided to resume study. He was afterwards con- 
vinced that this decision was the great mistake of his life, more than 
once regretting that he did not heed the warning of broken health, 
and choose some more active out-of-door employment. 

" He had a severe inward struggle while deciding which profession 
to adopt, his preference being for the ministry ; but the trouble in his 
lungs being largely of a bronchial nature, he feared the effect of too 
much speaking, so chose the law. I recall a remark he made while 
telling me his decision ; it was : ' A good, upright, conscientious lawyer 
is a power for good in a community, not excelled by a preacher even, 
for it is one's daily life that exerts an influence, more than the words 
he speaks.' He grew very fond of the profession as he learned more 
of its details, and often spoke of its many avenues of usefulness. 

" He entered the Law School, September, 1878. In May, 1880, his 
failing health compelled him to leave ' for a few days' rest,' he said 
on coming home ; ' then he would go back to examinations, then home 
for the whole summer's rest, and the state of his health should deter- 
mine his future course ; ' but on the evening of the 23d of May a 
much more severe hemorrhage than any preceding so reduced him 
that for weeks he was unable to speak aloud or leave his bed. His 
voice never again acquired its former strength, was always husky, and 
its use to any extent occasioned weariness. In August he went by 
private conveyance to the White Mountains, but returned early in 
September, fully convinced that his only chance of recovery was in 
seeking a warmer climate. Not being able to endure the long journey 
to California, and being advised by physicians to avoid Florida, he 
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went first to the Cumberland table-lands of Tennessee, later to Georgia, 
but not finding climate or accommodations congenial, he came to 
the Blue Ridge, and located at Asheville, N. C. He seemed to be 
slowly improving through the winter, but so slowly that he was never 
willing to have anything written to excite false hopes in the home 
friends ; and now, as I remember it, I think the seeming was more 
from will-power than real improvement : you who knew him must have 
noticed its force in his nature. In the spring of 1881 his physician 
advised him to engage in some business to occupy his mind and keep 
him out in the open air. Following this advice, he established a lum- 
ber-yard, there being none in the town, and the odor from the fresh 
wood being considered beneficiaL He employed men to do the 
labor, being forbidden by his physician to use his arms ; also a book- 
keeper, as writing had a most injurious effect upon him. After a 
while he took a partner, — a Northern man, who was well acquainted 
with the different kinds of lumber needed by house-builders. 

" He soon gained the confidence of those with whom he dealt by 
his manner of conducting his business, and made many fiiends among 
all classes of society. Always cheerful, genial from principle rather 
than by nature, he could not fail to win fiiends. In the early part of 
September, 1 881, he had another slight hemorrhage, from which he 
soon rallied and continued quite comfortable through the winter, being 
able to ride to his office every day (he could never walk much after 
the attack in May, 1880, owing to shortness of breath). 

"In March, 1882, another severe hemorrhage prostrated him, from 
which he never rallied. Although confined to the house but a few 
days, his strength never came to him, and his fiesh gradually wasted ; 
he was able to be in the open air and take a ride every day that the 
weather permitted, even to August i, but the next day he awoke with 
a hemorrhage which exhausted him very much. He was very feeble 
through the day, and restless through the night, and the following day 
was troubled about breathing ; but about nine o'clock that evening he 
fell into a quiet sleep which lasted until nearly four o'clock, when, 
without a motion or change, he ceased to breathe. 

" As I have written before, he was always cheerful, unselfish to the 
last, always hopeful that his disease might take a favorable turn, yet 
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never deceiving himself as to the reality. He spoke often of passing 
on to a higher existence, yet said it was each one's duty to prolong the 
life here to its fullest extent. Death had no terror for him, because in 
the All Father he recognized a loving parent who * Doeth all things 
well.' His remains were brought home and laid in the family lot in 
the cemetery in Stow, Mass., beside those of his father, two brothers, 
and three sisters. I accompanied Edward when he went South, and 
remained with him all the time, the two youngest of my family being 
away at school, and the home being closed meanwhile. Edward may 
have inherited a predisposition to lung trouble, as my mother and all 
my near relatives on her side died of consumption ; but I am, and 
always have been, perfectly free from any such tendency. 

'' I was always surprised at the thoughtfulness which he showed in the 
management of our business affairs, and at his keen insight into human 
nature ; it seemed a part of his nature to read and measure those with 
whom he dealt He was very conscientious and unselfish, hence his 
devotion to the trust he assumed. He was not wholly dependent on 
himself, though had he completed his course of study at the Law 
School, his inheritance would have been all used. Although very gen- 
erous with whatever he earned, which he considered his very owtiy yet 
what he inherited he looked upon as a trust, once saying to me, that 
he ' could not pay a dollar of that away without questioning if he 
got its full value, because it seemed to him to represent so much of his 
father's strength ; ' but knowing how much his father prized an educa- 
tion, he had no scruples about using it to increase his knowledge. 

" I have many of his letters, but they are all more or less mixed with 
business or family affairs. Those to his younger sisters and brother 
contain scraps of fatherly advice ; they are not all grave, by any means, 
but many are witty and laugh-provoking. He often said it was * each 
one's duty to make life sunny for others, whatever it was to themselves ; 
that none had any right to sadden others' lives ; ' and he practised 
the precept. 

" He enjoyed his life at the South, never tiring of the magnificent 
scenery, or the glorious sunsets of that mountain region ; besides, the 
rarefied air of that locality helped his breathing, and surely prolonged 
his life, though his disease had progressed beyond cure."

EDMUND JANES JAMES. 

Bom at Jacksonville, III, May 21, 1855. "I joined the 
Class of '78 in November, 1874, coming in too late to get my 
name in the Catalogue of that year. I went to Europe in 
July, 1875, expecting to return within a year, and my name 
appears as a Sophomore in the Catalogue of 1875-76. I 
entered the University of Halle, in Prussia, and after study- 
ing two years at Halle, Berlin, and Leipzig, I took the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy, in August, 1877, at Halle. For 
two years, 1877-78 and 1878-79, I was Principal of the Pub- 
lic Classical High School in Evanston, 111. From 1879 ^^ 
1883, was Principal of the Classical Department in the Illinois 
State Normal School at Bloomington. From September, 1883, 
Professor of Finance and Administration in the University 
of Pennsylvania. 

"My literary work has been as follows: 'Studien iiber 
den amerikanischen Zolltarif,' Halle, 1877; 'Illinois School 
Journal' edited, 1881-83; numerous articles on educational 
subjects in 'Education,* ' New England Journal,* and other edu- 
cational periodicals ; several articles in Lalor's ' Encyclopaedia 
of Political Economy, Political Science, and Political History 
of the United States,' Chicago, 1881-83; 'Das Studium der 
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Staatswissenschaften in America,' Conrad's 'Jahrbiicher fiir 
Nationaloekonomie und Statistik/ Jena, 1883 ; 'The Classical 
Question in Germany,' 'Popular Science Monthly,' January, 
1884; work as associate editor of *Das Finanzarchiv,' Wiirz- 
burg, Germany, and as associate editor of * Wharton School 
Annals of Political Science.'

Was in the Class Freshman year. 

FRANK IRVING KENDALL. 

Born at Woburn, Mass., February 11, 1857. Was with our 
Class into the Senior year. 

As Kendall has made no replies to circulars, and many of 
the Class were deeply interested in his supposed sad death, 
E. F. Johnson has, at the Secretary's request, written the 
following account of him : — 

"Towards the latter end of July, 1878, Kendall went to 
San Francisco, where his parents had then been living for some 
time. He went without any particular plans in view, and in 
the expectation of returning to Cambridge in the autumn for 
study ; but finding a business opening there with H. Hughes 
& Co., grain and merchandise brokers, he immediately went 
to work for them as a clerk and salesman. In January, 1879, 
he became a member of the firm; and during the two suc- 
ceeding years, judging from his letters, he was on the high- 
way leading to a successful business career. 
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"In January, 1881, he very unexpectedly turned up in 
Wobum, having left San Francisco in December, on a busi- 
ness trip East. He spent a day or two in Cambridge and 
Boston, and left for New York, January 23, on his return 
home. He told me and others, during this visit, that he was 
engaged to be married to Miss Masten, of San Francisco, 
and that the wedding-day had been set for February 17, im- 
mediately after his expected return to San Francisco. 

" After leaving Boston, he visited Preston in New York ; 
and, I think, called on Brune in Baltimore. He had a law- 
suit to attend to in St Louis early in February, and, it seems, 
remained in the latter city until the 14th of that month ; for 
on that date he sent a telegram to his partner, informing him 
of his intended departure for Kansas City that evening. 
After having sent this despatch, Kendall mysteriously dis- 
appeared, apparently leaving his family and friends com- 
pletely in the dark as to his doings and whereabouts for 
the next three or four months. The following extracts, taken 
from the Oakland (Cal.) ' Daily Evening Tribune,' of June 27, 
1 88 1, give the sequel to this rather peculiar episode in the 
life of our classmate : — 

***• • . Kendall not appearing in Oakland or San Francisco, and 
much anxiety being felt concerning him, his father, Mr. J. R. Ken- 
dall, left on the 24th, in the hope of getting some trace of him. 
After visiting St Louis, Kansas City, and other points, he sadly 
returned home with no tidings of the missing boy. Time passed, 
and still no tidings, and he was given up as lost, it being supposed 
he had been foully dealt with. His drafts on the firm had been 
limited, amounting to only $750, and his well-known character 
precluded any suspicion of absconding. 

** ^ A short time ago Mr. Kendall, Sr., was rejoiced, and his fears 
set at rest, by the receipt of a letter from his son asking for means 
to return home. The request was not only complied with, but Mr. 
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Kendall and his wife proceeded immediately to Ogden, where they 
met him, and reached Oakland on Thursday last 

"'. . . The substance of Kendall's statement is that he remembers 
nothing from the time of leaving St. Louis, until he found himself 
sick in a hospital in New Orleans. He was taken sick when he 
started from St. Louis, and got on the wrong train. The reason 
why he sent no word home was that his coat and papers were 
lost on the cars, so that he could not be identified, and he was 
unable to make himself known. In the mean time the hospital 
people sent him ofiE on a sea-voyage to Honduras. On the way 
out he had a relapse, was left on shore for medical treatment, 
and was called for on the return trip. Upon his return to New 
Orleans he was penniless and unknown, and unable to telegraph. 
He then wrote to his father with the above result His baggage, 
which was checked to Kansas City, remained unclaimed all the 
time.' 

"Some time in 1882, Kendall dissolved partnership with 
Hughes, and afterwards went into the salmon packing busi- 
ness at Valencia. My latest information was to the effect 
that Kendall was engaged on a San Francisco newspaper in 
some business or advertising capacity. 

"He was married early in September, 1 881, to Miss Mar- 
guerite L. Masten. A child, that I am told is a girl, was 
born in July, 1882." 

♦FREDERIC CLEVELAND KENT. 

Born at Brooklyn, N. Y., March 20, 1858. Died at New 
York, December, 1884.^ He was the son of George Lewis 
and Virginia Gilpin Kent He left our Class in the Sopho- 
more year. 

^ The earlier part of this Report was already printed before the Secretary 
heard of Kent's death ; consequently, in the list of members there is no star 
against his name. 
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WILLIAM MURRAY LE MOYNE. 

Born at Pittsburgh^ Pa., June 29, 1855. Le^^ College at 
the end of the Junior year to study law in his Other's office 
in Chicago. 

GEORGE ABNER LITTLEFIELD.^ 

Bom at Chelsea, Mass., February 11, 185 1. ''I was not 
with your Class during the Freshman year. I did not take 
my degree with you, being out teaching ; but took it in 1881, 
being assigned by the Faculty, at my request, to the Class of 
1878. I was with you about two and a half years, I believe. 

"Since 1878 I have been Superintendent of Schools in 
Maiden, Mass., Lawrence, Mass., Supervisor at Boston, Mass., 
and am now Superintendent of Schools at Newport, R. I. 
Various educational addresses and reports written. 

"Married at Maiden in 1879. Wife's maiden name, Emma 
Warren Bancroft. Children : Catherine Frances Littlefield, 
born at Boston, September 4, 1880; James Bancroft Little- 
field, born at Boston, March 19, 1882.''

CHARLES JEREMIAH MASON. 

Bom at Boston, September 25, 1855. "I was quite ill at 
the beginning of '78*s Junior year, and in the middle of that 
year I went abroad in consequence, not returning till '78 had 
graduated. This ought to have put me back into '80 ; but 
by the kindness of the Faculty — owing mainly to dear old 
Dr. Peabody's strenuous support of my interests, since he and 
my father had been such firm friends — I was allowed, if I 
could pass the required ' specials,' to go on with '79. This I 
did, in the hottest summer that has ever turned that awful 
place in summer — Cambridge — into an oven. To my own 
complete surprise, I accomplished the year's work — and 
none too easy electives, either — in six weeks, coming off 
with flying colors. I never had better marks while I was in 
College. One elective, I must confess, was somewhat of a 
pious fraud. It was our old crony, ' Arrian's Anabasis,' with 
dear old Professor Sophocles, — Grod rest his soul! The joke, 
however, lay not in the easy nature of the Greek to be

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prepared, but in the fact that the dear old gentleman forgot 
all about the Greek, after a few questions which showed I 
knew something about the subject, and lit out on Dennis 
Kearney I For about an hour he and I, in the privacy of 
the professor's rooms, paid the ' sand-lot orator ' such com- 
pliments as would almost have come up to some of his own 
mildest bursts of eloquence ! 

" So much for my college-days, beyond what you already 
know. I am glad I had a taste of '79 ; for I can now consider 
that I belong to two of the best Classes which have graduated 
from Harvard for a good many years ; and I made, too, one 
or two delightful friendships in '79. 

"The year following my graduation I spent in Florida, 
travelling about and seeing the sights. While there I dis- 
covered — dug up myself out of an Indian mound at Yalaha — 
a small baked clay Egyptian mummy. How it ever got there 
nobody has yet been able to decide to a certainty. If genuine, 
it may have been a small household god, — hardly a chamiy 
since it represents a mummy ! — one of the Lares or Penates 
of those old fellows ; kept, perhaps, as a memorial of some 
dead grandmother, or the like. Professor Baird and Dr. Rau, 
at the Smithsonian, in Washington, thought it quite curious, 
but did not examine it critically. General Loring, at the 
Boston Art Museum, was still more perplexed. It was not 
till I reached Cambridge, my Alma Mater^ and the Peabody 
Museum, with my ' ancient baby,' that Professors Putnam and 
Wadsworth — after examining it, one evening, under the micro- 
scope — were compelled to pronounce it, in their opinion, 
Baltimore clay, baked and fashioned to order d la mummy, 
Anno Domini 1900 or thereabouts. Even now they won't 
swear to its being a hoax, but they were strongly of the 
opinion at the time that it must be. 
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" After my return from my trip to Florida, and a summer 
most happily spent at Mount Desert, I settled down at Middle- 
town, Conn., for the next three years in the Berkeley Divinity 
School, Bishop Williams President, to study for the Episcopal 
ministry ; and these years were for some reasons some of the 
best of my life.

The first 
Sunday evening after my ordination, I preached my first ser- 
mon in Holy Trinity, Middletown, where I had been ordained, 
the last which my dear mother ever heard on earth. In less 
than three weeks from that time, she had died. A hard loss 
to bear, but an additional consecration to my life's work. 

"Before my ordination, I had been called to be assistant 
at Saint Anne's, Annapolis, Maryland. I went as soon after 
my mother's burial as I could ; but severe illness brought me 
North again for the summer. I returned again in the autumn ; 
and again, for the same cause, was obliged to leave. 

" I finally settled down here, in Philadelphia, as assistant to 
the Rector of the French Church of Saint Sauveur, where 
I have been working for some months like a horse, at the 
missionary and other work of the parish." 

JOSEPH MEINRATH. 

Born at Boston, February 22, 1857. "Left- College at the 
end of the Junior year. Accepted position in the Boston post- 
office the April following. Composed ' Phaeton Galop,' which 
was played by the orchestra at the Park Theatre, and published 
by Messrs. O. Ditson & Co. After leaving the post-office was 
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clerk with L. Pickett & Co., 396 to 414 Atlantic Avenue, can- 
ners, packers, curers, inspectors, and dealers in all kinds of 
salt-water fish. 

*'Am now conducting, in connection with my brother, a 
merchandise brokerage business, with offices at Omaha and 
at Kansas City and St Joseph, Mo., and doing '78 no dis- 
honor. 

"Have thus far resisted all maiden smiles and widows' 
wiles." 

JONAS MICHAEL MILES. 

Bom at Brookline, Mass., November 27, 1857. " I spent 
the summer of 1878 at Cambridge, and in the fall joined the 
Class of '79- Left College in the spring of 1879. Studied 
law in Worcester two months in the office of Messrs. Staples 
& Goulding, and in Boston with Turner (C. W.) & Scaife 
(L. L.) from November 7, 1879, to June 21, 1882, on which 
latter date I was admitted to the Bar, in Boston. I have been 
practising law in connection with Turner 8: Scaife, at 23 Court 
Street, since my admission to the Bar. 

" Married, January 16, 1883, at Brookline, to Lizzie Baxter 
James, daughter of Horace and Elizabeth B. James, of Brook- 
line. Son, Herbert James Miles, born October 22, 1883, at 
Brookline. 

*' I have had excellent health and have been as busy as I 
expected to be since July, 1882."

As to the time that has 
elapsed since, my career has been a comparatively uneventful 
one. A sea voyage to South America and the West Indies 
fully restored my health ; an experience as a stock-broker's 
clerk gave me some insight into the workings of Wall Street 
and State Street ; and at present I have settled down to the 
constant application of a mercantile life.

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From an early age he displayed a remarkable taste for 
natural history, which he studied diligently, passing a portion 
of his time with the United States Fish Commission. 

He fitted for College in Boston, and entered with honors in 
Latin. His preparatory tutor has said of him : '' Of all my 
pupils, Gurdon was the one in whom I took the most pride, 
and whom I loved the best; and his splendid qualities of 
mind and character won my admiration and affection, as they 
did of every one he met." He soon took a high rank in the 
class and in the esteem of his instructors and classmates ; and 
while gaining friends by his pleasant manners, and his re- 
markable generosity in helping others, he lost none of that 
dignity that is so often sacrificed to good fellowship. 

It had been his habit to spend portions of his summers in 
fishing and hunting excursions ; and for his Freshman vaca- 
tion he had planned an extensive canoeing trip through Lake 
Champlain, and the Richelieu and St Lawrence Rivers. Dur- 
ing this trip he experienced hardships and exposures ex- 
ceptionally severe, and returned home in a very exhausted 
condition. While yet not entirely recovered, he returned to 
College, but soon had to yield to increasing illness, which had 
settled upon his lungs. 

The greater part of the next two years he was travelling or 
living in such climates as it was hoped would benefit him, 
always accompanied by friends and the most faithful and 
efficient of attendants; but in the spring of 1878 he became 
rapidly worse, and died at Pau on the 21st of May. 

During his visits home he met his classmates with great 
delight, but strove, with his usual consideration, to hide from 
them the sadness he felt at the ruin of his own hopes. His 
sufferings, which were very great, he bore with a bravery 
which was one of his distinguishing characteristics, and with 
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a patience and serenity which made it difficult for others to 
realize how ill he was. 

But apart from this suffering and disappointment, "his life 
was a happy one while it lasted, and it has left behind, sweet 
memories and an honorable name. He made the achieve- 
ments suited to his years, was universally liked and respected, 
succeeded in what he undertook, and had a happy home. 
Upon the Memorial Window erected to his memory in the 
chapel of the First Church of Christ, in Boston, is the ap- 
propriate inscription : ' Wisdom is gray hairs unto a man, and 
an unspotted life is old age/ "

WYLLIS AUGUSTUS SILLIMAN. 

Bom at Clarkson, N. Y., December 15, 1857. " I entered 
Yale College as Freshman in 1874, but removed to Harvard in 
the autumn of 1875, and joined the Class of '78. I remained 
with you till the close of the Junior year. After passing the 
next year in study at home and in travel, I entered Union Col- 
lege, where I was graduated in 1879. March, 1880, 1 sailed for 
Europe in order to continue my favorite studies in biology ; 
and following the beaten track of American students, went to 
the University of Leipzig. The choice of this university was 
in so far fortunate, as that I met there an old and valued 
friend, Mr. George Dimmock ^7i)* I separated from him, 
June, 1 88 1, and went to Paris, attracted by the reputation of 
M. Henri de Lacaze-Duthiers of the Sorbonne. The summer 
was passed in zoological work at the maritime station of 
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Roscoff, just as the preceding summer had been passed at 
the zoological station in Trieste. Shortly after my return to 
Paris in the autumn of 1881, I was rejoined by Dr. Dim- 
mock and family. We remained in the queen of cities until 
February, when we removed to Banyuls-sur-Mer, Pyr6n^es- 
Orien tales, to enjoy the facilities for work offered by the 
zoological laboratory that had just been founded there by 
the efforts of M. de Lacaze-Duthiers. I came home in June, 
1882, and began a series of researches on the lower groups 
of animals. Some of the results of my work are embodied 
in the * Beobachtungen iiber die Siisswasserturbellarien Nord- 
America's ' published last winter in Wiirzburg, as Inaugural 
Dissertation for the purpose of obtaining the degree of Ph.D. 
Another scientific communication of mine is that ' Sur un 
nouveau Type de Turbellari^s,' in the ' Comptes Rendus * of 
the Academie des Sciences, Paris, December 19, 1881.

♦THEODORE FISKE STIMPSON. 

Born at Boston, June 9, 1855. Died at Boston, October 19, 
1875. He was the son of Frederic Henry and Sarah Matilda 
(Fiske) Stimpson, and the youngest of nine children. 

He was a graduate of the Phillips Grammar School, and en- 
tered the English High School about the year 1870, his father 
intending to educate him for a mercantile life ; but so strong 
was his desire to fit himself for a profession that he entered 
the Boston Latin School in 1872, though after remaining a 
few months he was obliged to leave in consequence of trouble 
with his eyes. Continuing his preparation for College with 
private tutors, he entered the Freshman Class in the autumn 
of 1874. He was chosen Secretary at the first meeting of the 
Class on October 8, 1874, and was re-elected to that position 
at the meeting on October 7, 1875. ^^ ^^^ same month he 
was taken suddenly ill with typhoid fever, and died after a 
few days' illness. 

Stimpson was a man of studious habits, and was par- 
ticularly interested in mathematics, a study in which he 
displayed much ability. He was interested in the Church 
of the Good Shepherd in Boston, then a mission of Em- 
manuel Church, and thoroughly identified himself with the 
work of the mission ; and being very musical, and espe- 
cially fond of the organ, he often played for extra services 
at the church. He also held the position of choir-mas- 
ter, and taught in the Sunday-school both music and Bible

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lessons, exercising a strong influence over all the children 
with whom he came in contact. His character was that 
of a thoroughly good man, and he was loved and most 
highly respected by his friends and classmates. He was un- 
selfish and thoughtful for others, always ready to excuse 
their shortcomings, when they fell below his own standard of 
what was right, and seemed excellently fitted for the ministry, 
the profession which he had intended to pursue. There are 
few men who die leaving the memory of so high a character 

and so pure a life.

Was with our 
Class Freshman year, and afterwards with 1879. After leav- 
ing College, he became connected with the Fitchburg Rail- 
road Co., and afterwards became New England Agent for 
some Southwestern railways, with an office in Boston. He 
is now General Eastern Agent of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way Company, with an office at 243 Broadway, New York.

Was connected 
with our Class in the Senior year. 

♦ERNEST UPTON WATERS. 

Bom at Waterville, Maine, December 15, 1854. Died at 
Worcester, Mass., May 4, 1878. He was the son of George 
Frank and Amelia Flint (Upton) Waters. 

His mother wrote the following, at the request of the 
Secretary : — 

*^ He entered Harvard College in the autumn of 1874, when nine- 
teen years old, without conditions and with honors in classics. He 
had previously taken a classical course of four years at the Newton 
High School under the superintendence of Mr. Francis V. Water- 
house, who was also his friend during his college life. 

'' He was a devoted son and brother, loving, self-sacrificing, and 
generous to a fault, genial, manly, and kind to all. 

" Mr. Waterhouse, in writing of his school-days, has said : ' He 
entered the Newton High School in the fall of 1870. For the first 
two years of his course he did not recite to me. For the last two 
years he recited to me daily. Naturally I became quite intimately 
acquainted with him during the latter period ; nor during the former 
did he by any means escape my notice. He was too clever a boy for 
that. From the first I could not fail to notice his eager desire for 
knowledge. His fund of general infonnation was, for a boy, re- 
markable. He had great love for the truth. This led him to take 
good care that his utterances respecting any matter should conform 
to what he knew about it, and he was much given to qualifying his 
statements. But not alone in this way did his love of truth mani- 
fest itself. He made it his constant endeavor to see things as they 
are. No pains were too great for him to take in getting right views ; 
nor was he ever satisfied with anything short of right views. Ernest 
had a very acute moral sense. He was not, however, at all morbid. 
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He was a genial young fellow ; there was nothing of the moral 
peacock about him, nothing of austerity. He was very liberal in 
his interpretations of the motives of others, however critical he 
might be in regard to his own. I never had under my charge a 
young man of greater promise. I predicted for him a career of em- 
inent usefulness in the world. That he should have been cut down 
just as he had completed his preparation for such a career is to me 
a mystery. I cannot even pass over the threshold of it, so to speak, 
much less penetrate it. I can only rest in the faith that He who so 
ordered it never does otherwise than the best for His children.' 

" A classmate and friend writes thus of him : * That Waters stood 
high in the rank-list none of his classmates need be reminded ; but 
in spite of this his books did not claim his whole time, for no one 
of us better than he knew the few woods — the few unspoiled places 
— within tramping distance of Cambridge. The first violet he was 
sure to find, and to hear the first song of the birds in spring. Nor 
was it only for Nature's voice that his ear was keen. He was a 
lover of good music, and never would miss an oratorio. The last 
one he went to hear was "The Creation," and on that Easter Sun- 
day he went home to die. 

" * His high rank he fully earned. Whatever he had in hand to 
do, that he did with heart and soul; consequently he succeeded 
everywhere. In the prescribed college work he stood as high as in 
his electives ; and far above the petty woes of our Freshman and 
the hard hills of our Sophomore years Waters soared. True, he 
depended upon high rank for the necessary scholarship, but he was 
driven by a far sterner taskmaster than poverty of this world's goods. 
His aspiration was to tell to others the loveliness and the glory of 
his wider horizon. Poet, or artist, or preacher ? He was himself 
in doubt which calling to follow. For either he was of brilliant 
promise. As a friend he was quick to sympathize or to rejoice as 
opportunity offered, and in turn grateful as a child for such friendly 
offices. Remembrance of him will ever delight those who knew 
him.' 

" He was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa, and served on one 
of the committees of the Society. 
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** The last three years of his course he had suffered from head- 
aches ; but consulting Dr. Tyler, the expert in mental diseases, he 
did not advise him to leave College, but to take plenty of exercise ; 
this he did, joining the Boat Club and rowing frequently. 

** The exciting cause of his death was a fall the last day of the 
Fast vacation, which resulted in congestion of the brain. He was 
buried at Mount Auburn, with every mark of respect and tender- 
ness, by the Class and Faculty of the College, May 8, 1878, about a 
month before the time of graduation. He had written his part, and 
was to have been Class Poet ; but, as Dr. Peabody said of him in 
the Baccalaureate Sermon, ' he was translated to the realm of purer 
song than could have found voice in earthly rhythm.' " 

At a meeting of the Class held in Holden Chapel these 
resolutions were adopted : — 

" The members of the Senior Class of Harvard College unitedly 
mourn the sudden death of Ernest Upton Waters, as taking from 
them the companionship and example of one whose intellect was 
quick and powerful; whose refined imagination and skilful hand 
had already won praise in poetry and art ; whose scholarship was 
perfect ; whose heart was pure, great beyond his years, and full of 
love for God and man and Nature, — for all but self. Yet our own 
grief seems little to us as we think of the bereaved family who 
have till now enjoyed his most intimate love. To them we tender 
heartfelt sympathy." 

JOHN WALTER WELLS. 

Born at Chicopee Falls, Mass., December 10, 1854. Was 
connected with our class Freshman year, and was afterwards 
with '79, graduating with that Class. In 1881 he was in the 
machine shop of the Merrimac Manufacturing Co., at Lowell, 
Mass. 

Was married, in the early autumn of 1884, to Miss Liver- 
more. 
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JAMES ALLEN WETHERBEE. 

Born at Charlestown, Mass., May 23, 1855. Was con- 
nected with our Class all four years. In ,1881 he wrote: 
** Six months in a broker's office, six months in railroading, 
six months travelling in Colorado, four months in Texas, and 
now looking into the sheep business at Mr. C. F. Paul's 
ranch, twenty miles northwest of Fort Griffin, Texas." 

Has not been heard from since. 

BERNARD WIESENFELD. 

Bom at Baltimore, Md., December 29, 1857. "Was of 
Class of '78 as Freshman, Sophomore, and Junior, leaving 
after the Christmas holidays of Junior term, with broken- 
down health ; and since 1879 '^^ve been engaged in business, 
being connected with the firm of Wiesenfeld & Co., of Balti- 
more, manufacturers of clothing. The above house was 
established by my father, Moses Wiesenfeld, in 1830, and is 
still engaged in the manufacture of clothing. It was the first 
establishment of the kind in Baltimore.*' 

CHARLES HENRY WISWELL. 

Born at Little Falls, N. Y., August 30, 1852. "Being 
forced by ill health to leave College early in 1874, I was in 
the Class of '78 during the Freshman year ; but having made 
up lost work during that year, I re-entered my own Class in 
1875, and graduated in 1877." 

After graduation, till September, 1879, ^^ was assistant 
editor of the Cambridge " Tribune," and has since been in- 
structor in Mr. Noble's Classical School, at Boston.

FINANCES. 



In May, 1878, the Secretary sent to members of the Class then 
living in Cambridge a circular that contained the following : — 

*' Subscriptions to the Class and College Funds will soon be asked for. 
The Class Fund is payable in instalments of twenty per cent for five years, 
the College Fund in instalments of ten per cent for ten years. Last year, 
from a class of 191 men, 166 subscribed $10,895.00 to the Class Fund, 
making an average of $65.63 ; and 92 subscribed $5,035.00 to the College 
Fund, averaging $54-73«" 

Shortly after this circular had been sent out subscription books 
were passed among the Class. One set of books read : — 

"CLASS FUND. 

*' We, the undersigned, present and past members of the Class of '78, 
agree to pay the sums mentioned, to Joseph C. Whitney, Class Secretary, 
in instalments of twenty per cent for five years, the first instalment to be 
due on or before September 1, 1878, and the others on the 15th day of 
June in each succeeding year." 

The other set of books read : — 

"COLLEGE FUND. 

" We, the undersigned, present and past members of the Class of *78, 
agree to pay the sums mentioned, to Joseph C. Whitney, Class Secretary, 
in instalments of ten per cent yearly for ten years, the first instalment 
to be due on or before September i, 1878, and the others on the 15th day 
of June in each succeeding year." 

On these books subscribers pledged themselves to pay $4,965.00 
to the Class Fund, and $1,630.00 to the College Fund ; and although 
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there was a general understanding among subscribers that one 
fund was for the Class and the other for the College, as the names 
indicated, the exact way in which they were to be used seems never 
to have been made clear to the minds of many of the subscribers, 
for neither by circular nor at any meeting of the Class previous to 
graduation was any definite plan indicated for the distribution of 
these funds or the income of them. 



CLASS FUND. 

This Fund was created in accordance with the custom of all the 
more recent Classes. These Class Funds have been in charge of 
the Secretaries, and from them they have paid the expenses of the 
Class, such as the cost of the customary entertainment on Com- 
mencement day ; of printing Class Reports, circulars, etc. ; of 
postage and stationery, and in some cases the cost of Triennial 
Dinners. 

As it has been customary for payments of subscriptions to Class 
Funds to be made in instalments running over several years, the 
income derived from these funds for the first few years has of 
necessity been small. Expenses the first year after leaving College 
are large, including, as they do, the cost of printing the Baccalau- 
reate Sermon, the Oration, etc., and a Class Report ; the cost of 
the Class Book, of the entertainment of the next Graduating Class, 
and of several other items that do not appear in later years. It has 
been usual for Secretaries to pay expenses from the principal of 
these funds, till such time as the incomes have become sufficient 
to defray expenses ; and it has been the custom to save from the 
incomes, till any outlay of principal that may have been necessary 
on first leaving College has been made good. 

In 1878 eighty men subscribed $4,965.00 to our Class Fund ; 
from that time till June, 1884, seventeen men subscribed I512.00; 
in June, 1884, seventeen men subscribed $495.00. Twelve of these 
last had previously made liberal subscriptions and payments to the 
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Class Fund. The total subscriptions have amounted to $5,972.00 ; 
but of the first eighty men who subscribed, ten who subscribed 
$550.00 have paid nothing, several others have paid one or two 
instalments and nothing afterwards, and the death of three has 
cancelled subscriptions amounting to $135.00. Of the seventeen 
men who subscribed before June, 1884, ten paid cash at the time 
they made their subscription, and seven gave their names for 
$350.00 ; of these, six who subscribed $300.00 have paid nothing. 
Of the seventeen men who subscribed last June, five who subscribed 
$100.00 have not paid. 

Expenses the first year after we graduated were $490.17, and at 
that time we had no income ; expenses exceeded our income the 
following years, till at the end of 1882, when the total amount sub- 
scribed to the Class Fund was due, our expenses had amounted 
to $963.63, while our income had been but $249.88, which left our 
expenses $713.75 in excess of our income. Since 1882 our income 
has slightly exceeded our expenses, which have now amounted to 
$1,215.60, while our income has been $528.06, which leaves our ex- 
penses $687.54 in excess of our income ; but now our principal will 
have to be called on again to pay part of the expense of printing 
the Class Report, for the subscriptions asked for by the Secretary 
in a recent circular, for this purpose, are so few that they will cover 
not more than a quarter to a third of the cost. 

The Class Committee, at a recent meeting, decided that they 
could better determine at some future time, when the exact cost 
of the Report is known, whether it will be advisable for them 
to suspend the Commencement entertainment for a year or two; 
but that it was out of the question, for the present, to think of 
paying for Triennial Dinners from the Class Fund, unless liberal 
payments are made to it within the next two years. The Class 
Committee also decided to send a circular to all whose subscrip- 
tions are overdue, asking them to pay if they are able to, and if 
they cannot, to withdraw their subscriptions, that the Secretary's 
books may be cleared up, and we may see exactly where we stand. 

Cash payments on subscriptions to the Class Fund have amounted 
to $3,964.00, and the investments stand as follows : $1,200.00 of 7% 
first mortgage bonds of the Kansas City, St. Joe, & Council Bluffs 
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Railroad, paying, after deducting premiums, about 6%, or $72.00 
per annum; $1,000.00 of 5% first mortgage bonds of the Chicago 
and West Michigan Railroad, paying $50.00 per annum ; $1,000.00 
of 4% first mortgage bonds of the Leavenworth, Topeka, & South- 
western Railroad, guaranteed by the Union Pacific Railroad, paying 
$40.00 per annum; so that our income for the year 1885 will be 
not far from $160,00. 

Subscriptions overdue amounting to $1,873.00 remain unpaid. 
The Secretary has confidence that about $500.00 of this will be 
paid within a short time ; and trusts that all who read this state- 
ment who are behind-hand will do all in their power to make 
payments. He would also urge those who take any interest in the 
Class among the hundred and twenty-four that have been con- 
nected with the Class, but who have never paid anything to the 
Class Fund, to make payments to the Fund as they become able 
to, and not to hesitate to send small sums any more than they 
would hesitate to send large ones.

COLLEGE FUND. 

The question whether this fund should be given to the College 
as collected, to do with as they thought best, or whether it should 
be devoted to some definite object, has already been considered 
at one of our Class meetings, but was not then decided, as it was 
thought that every subscriber should be consulted. The Class of 
'77 decided, by a unanimous vote of subscribers to their College 
Fund, to use it to place a window in Memorial Hall, and have had 
a place reserved for them till the accumulation of their College 
Fund will enable them to pay the cost of one. 

It is the Secretary's purpose, after this Report has been distributed, 
to send a circular to each subscriber to this Fund, asking whether 
he is willing that his subscription to it should be used to help place 
a window in Memorial Hall. Meanwhile he would like to hear by 
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letter from any who have suggestions to make in regard to this 
subject 

The cost of a window would be not far from ^2,000.00. Our 
College Fund, when collected, allowing for subscriptions that will 
not be paid, and for a payment of ^175.00 that was made from it 
to the College the first year after graduating, will amount to about 
^1,000.00. It would be several years before the interest from this 
sum would enable us to pay for a window, but the Secretary has 
assurances that, if it is decided to apply the College Fund to this 
purpose, there will be generous contributions towards it from many 
who wish to see it used in this way.
